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Nashville Plans Steeplechase Course 
Of Top Class To Be Owned By City 





By Margaret Lindsley Warden 

If all goes well, Nashville, Tenn., 
will have a steeplechase course and 
program next Spring that will put 
it in the class of the world’s. best 
ones. A beautiful natural bowl in 
Percy Warner Park, 4 or 5 miles 
from the city limits, is the site of 
this mile and a half ellipse which is, 
therefore, municipally owned, like 
so many long lived courses in Eng- 
land. 

An estimate gives 75,000 as the 
number of people who could’ see 
every step of a race from the hills 
surrounding the course. Such visi- 
bility, coupled with an expertly con- 
structed racing strip, should make 
it one of the world’s best. 

Here is the physical condition of 
the enterprise today. Grading of the 
mile and a half 55 foot wide ellipse 
is completed and it is growing a 
thick turf of rye, bluegrass, redtop, 
bermuda, and white clover. From 
highest to lowest the variation is 
28 feet and the turns are banked.

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The Bravest Of Then All 


Fox Is The Only One In The Field 
Who Cannot Take A Lead From 
Somebody To Show Him The Way 


By O’Malley Knott 

My friend, Aubrey Gould, Joint Master of the Oaks Hunt, asked me the 
question: “Should you school for Hunter Trials?’”’ Mrs. Harvey Gibson, wife 
of the Joint Master of the Meadow Brook Hounds, asked him the question. 

I suppose it was asked because it was thought a good Hunter should not 
need schooling to gallop and jump over a Hunter Trial course. 

My answer was: they should, because it is the brilliant performances 
that make ‘“‘Hunter Trials” attractive. If the management can have enough 
brilliant performances to puzzle the judges, then everyone goes away with 
a satisfied feeling—and the Hunter Trials are spoken of as excellent. 

Then why should brilliant Hunters who have carried their owners 
through many a hard run and negotiated fences twice as big and tricky as 
one finds in the average Hunter Trial course need schooling for Hunter 
Trials? Because in hunting, we all have a lead, except occasionally a whip. 

The only one who does not have a lead and the bravest of us all is the 
fox. He has to face the world alone, and he knows every man’s hand is 
against him; no lead, no one to call on for help. I fully believe the great 
runs we have are after foxes that are not afraid and like to match their wits 
against the Hounds, a sporting instinct. 

The Hounds have the love of the foxes’ scent. It has such an influence 
over them that some Hounds have been known to go until they are really 
exhausted; such as Reddy was in ‘‘The Spirit of the American Hound”. And 
then they have each other to encourage and help. When one is at fault, 
another picks up the line and leads for a time. When they are all at fault, 
they all help to find the line again. When one finds it, all he has to do is to 
speak to get all the pack working with him again. 

The Huntsman and his horse get a lead from the Hounds. In fact, if he 
had no reins, a good Hunter who loves Hounds and wants to be close to them 
would carry him well and safely. If a Huntsman ever does get into trouble, 
he has the sympathy and help of all the Field. 

The Master and first flighters have the lead of the Huntsman and the 
music of the Hounds to thrill and lead them on to feats they would never do 
in cold blood; and all those that come after have the lead of the first flighters. 

Without those leads, I doubt if we would go half as well and I am sure 
the horses would not. 
is advisable to school to get brilliant performances.

for programmes arranged are quickly 
passing, and although entries are 
being received for events in years to 
come, so races for August or Septem- 
ber are advertised. As entries for 
handicaps usually close twenty-four 
days before the day of the race, it 
would seem that there can now be 
little hope of any of the usual popu- 
lar August fixtures being held, and 
very faint possibility of the St. Leger 
being run this year. It may be that 
too much was made of the size of 
the Derby crowd and the number of 
cars at the meeting. This gave a 
handle to the ‘anti’s’’, who did not 
fail to use it in their arguments that 
petrol was being wasted and that 
thousands, who could have been 
otherwise better employed, were 
enjoying themselves. 

Apart from the kill-joy attitude 
of tite 
Puritans, Cromwell gave another rea- 


long-faced, psalmsinging 


son for suppressing racing during the 
Commonwealth. It was the belief 
that the Royalists ‘‘were resolved to 
rise at the horse races, where they 
and their servants would come well- 
horsed and armed’’. So a proclama- 
tion was issued prohibiting horse 
races for six months (from the end 
of February to the end of August) 
with the preamble which ran: 

“His Highness the Lord Protector 
being informed that several horse 
races are appointed in divers parts 
of the Commonwealth, and consider 


ing how great a concourse of people 


do usually frequent such meetings, 
and the evil use made thereof by 
such ill-disposed persons as watch 
for opportunities to raise new trou- 
bles for the better preventing of the 
evils which may arise thereby—dost 
hereby prohibit and forbid all horse 
races, and all meetings of any pre- 
tence or colour of horse races, in 
any place within England or Wales, 
for the space of six months’”’ 

The suppression, however, lasted 
much longer than six months and 
Was extended to ‘‘cockfighting, wrest- 
ling, bear-baiting, stage plays and 
and other unlawful assemblies’. Not 
until the Restoration was the en- 
joyment of sport again possible, al- 
though it is known that some races 
were held despite Cromwell’s pro- 
clamation. 

There are hundreds of stablemen 
out of work owing to the closing 
down of some racing stables and the 
reduction of the staff to a mere 
skeleton at others. I know of no 
class, without it be theatricals, who 
are more like fish out of water when 
thrown out of employment. They fit 
mto no other occupation. Some of 
us are old enough to remember the 
last of the old post boys. Many of 
them became coachmen, or ostlers 
at country inns. We have seen coach- 
man and ostler disappear ousted by 
motors, just as the post boy became 
superfluous after railways were 
established. None of us, however, has 
Witnessed such a slump in. stable 


work as exists at the present time.

Editorials 


DEVELOPING A MARKET FOR HORSES 











Good men to Hounds across a country have a way of looking down their 
noses when they hear of bridle path trails for horses. Horse dealers, owners 
of steeplechase horses, those interested in promoting the best interests of 
the turf and the thoroughbred look askance when told that the development 
of bridle paths throughout the United States may be the best and surest way 
to maintain and promote their interests in Racing, Breeding, Horse Shows 
and Foxhunting. Such an idea must be nonsense. The Hunting Man does 
not need hand gates, he jumps fences, the Show Horses and the Race Horses 
are not developed on Riding Trails. Perhaps not, but the horse enthusiasts, 
the newcomers to the sport, the new blood so essential to any and every form 
of activity comes from people who enjoy these bridle paths that are laid 
around city suburbs. 

The market for horses depends first of all on buyers with money and the 
people who have the money are not making it out in the country. Money is 
made in the cities and spent on farms, but the desire to live a life out of 
doors, the desire to ride and enjoy horses may be conceived through riding 
horses while in business in the cities. Horseback riding is becoming almost 
an impossibility in city suburbs. It just cannot be done with any degree of 
satisfaction by dodging cars at 60 miles an hour on paved roads. Fences 
between suburban estates further preclude the possibility of the man who 
must stay in the city from enjoying himself on a horse. 

The only chance for the increase of horseback riding in the suburbs is the 
Bridle Path and it is the development of this path throughout the country- 
sides of America that will provide the continued growth of a market for 
horses in America. The man who learns to ride on a bridle path hack, de- 
velops a taste for the sport that will stay with him through life. The hack 
will lead to a Show Horse, to Foxhunting with the nearest pack of Hounds, 
to Steeplechasing and, finally, to racing and breeding his own horses. When 
the horseman has reached this stage, he ceases to be in the market for horses. 
He has more than he wants, he is raising his own, and in fact, he is looking 
for a market in which to sell his horses. 

In reality the established horsemen in the country are not and never can 
represent much of a market for horses. They must instead, by making new 
contacts, be promoting new fields. The Horse and Mule Association, lead by 
their active and farsighted secretary, Wayne Dinsmore, is doing perfectly 
splendid missionary work in developing the new blood for the horse market. 
Under the auspices of the Association and by its promotional work, areas are 
being developed in many cities that allow riding for miles through the coun- 
tryside without ever meeting a motor car. This is giving men and women 
an opportunity to ride that would be impossible without the bridle trail com- 
mittees. 

Riding horses is one of the grandest recreations and in reality, every com- 
munity whether it is in the outskirts of Philadelphia, Chicago, New York or 
right in the heart of such a hunting country as that of Northern Virginia can 
profit by trails such as outlined by Mr. Dinsmore. The benefit is obvious for 
those close to cities. It is as necessary in the country in the summer time 
for fences are all up to keep cattle in fields. Gates are locked on many farms 
so that livestock will not accidentally raise the bars by rubbing against them. 
Corn, wheat, deep vegetation across blind fields and stiff fences make riding 
in the summer time a difficult occupation for any hunting community, par- 
ticularly if there are young children in the family who like to ride but whose 


ponies are not up to jumping fences that have been wired up for the summer 
months, and who are hot and fat and bothered by flies. A system of bridle 
paths with the necessary gates would be an addition to every hunting coun- 
try. It would not tend to develop the horse market which the city riding 
trails will do, but it will promote a means of getting across country on horse- 
back that becomes about as difficult for the hunting man in the summer as 
it is for the city man all year around. Riding trails are every horseman’s 
answer to a lot more pleasure on horseback.

War Admiral For Jacola

I wish to suggest the untried horse, 
War Admiral, as the suitable stallion 
for Jacola. My reasons are: First 
that I believe he was a great race 
horse, having shown in all of his 
races extreme speed, courage and 
stamina. He won at practically all 
distances from 4% furlongs up to 
2 miles and in the Belmont Stake, 
1% miles, he broke the track record, 
even though he stumbled at the start 
and grabbed himself quite badly. In 
all of his starts he was out of the 
money only once, that time at Boston 
on an off track, and in no race was he 
ever disgraced. 

His races were won, due more to 
his extreme nervous energy, rather 
than by brute strength, and nervous 
energy is a quality that is essential 
to a great stallion. 

My second reason for War Admir- 
al, is because his pedigree is prac- 
tically an out cross for Jacola. The 
only blood, at all close up, that is 
the same in both pedigrees, is that 
of Harry of Hereford, sire of An- 
nette K, War Admiral’s grandam, 
and Swynford, great grand sire of 
Jacola, the two horses being full 
brothers. And certainly you are 
doubling up in very strong lines 
in these two horses. 

War Admiral also has the blood 
of our three great American lines, 
vis: Fair Play, who usually gives 
soundness, stamina and courage; Ben 
Brush who transmits a_ certain 
amount of stamina and speed; and 
last, but not least Domino, who gives 
speed, pure and simple. 

It is interesting to note, however, 
that of the 250 stakes winners of 
1939, published in the Supplement to 
the Blood Horse, 155 have a strain 
of Domino blood, a fact which must 
be given much thought. 

Besides these three great Ameri- 
can lines, we also find the name of 
*Rock Sand, a triple crown winner, 
and surely this horse is an asset to 
any pedigree. . 

My third and last reason, is be- 
cause, as an individual, War Admiral 
although not a large horse, is beauti- 
fully balanced, very symmetrical, 
sound, and galloping, his action is 
almost perfect. 

I saw Jacola once, about two years 
ago, and remember her as_ being 
rather a large, rugged mare, and 
I understand that her dam, *La 
France, is also a large mare, rather 
on the course side. Taking the factors 
into consideration, I believe that 
Jacola and War Admiral, are ad- 
mirably suited to each other..

I wish to submit the following in 
the contest for the stallion best suit- 
ed as a mate for Jacola. 

La France, the dam of Jacola, is 
a mare bred back to Galopin. She is 
inbred to Ajax a son of Flying Fox, 
who in turn is closely inbred to 
Galopin. 

La Flambee, La France’s maternal 
grandam, is a daughter of Ajax and 
produced Flambette by *Durbar II, a 
grandson of Galopin’s best son St. 
Simon. She in turn produced La 
France by Sir Gallahad, a grandson 
of Ajax. 

Ajax, the grandsire of Sir Gallahad, 
was an outcross for Flying Fox, but 
there is a return of the Galopin blood 
in his son *Teddy and again in Sir 
Gallahad through his second dam 
Concertina. Concertina herself was 
one of the great brood mares and, 
doubtlessly, had no little effect on 
Sir Gallahad. Thus La France is 
strongly bred back to Galopin. 

*Jabopo, the sire of Jacola, repre- 
sents a complete outcross from the 
Galopin blood. He is a son of the 
inbred Sansovino (to Pilgrimage) 
out of a great brood mare. 

I would suggest a return of the 
Galopin blood through a good source. 
This blood is the stoutest in the 
stud book and appears in large quan- 
tities in many of the greatest 
thoroughbreds. For this purpose I 
suggest Chance Shot. 

His grandam, Qu’Elle Est Belle 
II, is inbred to Galopin’s son St. 
Simon. She won the French Oaks 
and her daughter, Quelle Chance, 
outbred from St. Simon, was able 
to produce in addition Chance Play, 
a full brother to Chance Shot and 
also several other winners. His sire, 
Fair Play, was one of the greatest 
sires this country has had and 
through his wonderful dam, *Fairy 
Gold, carries a cross of Galopin. 

Chance Shot was a high class race 
horse, winning from six furlongs 
(Saratoga Special) to one and a 
half miles (Belmont Stakes). He is 
a horse that improved as a three year 
old. His male line is American and 
through Hastings is an _ outcross. 
He finished second on the leading

Gates have been a major problem. Patented ones cost too much, and 
like home made ones, will get out of order,. Wooden ones proved hard to 
manage in high winds, required frequent painting and had too short a life. 
A simple gate, designed from experience by Mr. Teter and his superintendent 
of maintenance, Vincent Atkinson, and built by the Cyclone Fence Company 
at Waukegan, Illinois, seems to have finally solved the problem of securing 
a low cost, unpatented, simple gate that is wind and weather proof and easy 
for riders to open and close without dismounting,—sketches showing its con- 
struction, and photograph of gate in use, are shown herewith. They cost 
$8.50 each at Waukegan, Illinois with attachments. 

Crossings over railways had to be obtained, sometimes by leasing land on 
each side thereby securing a ‘“‘farm”’ crossing; grades across marshes built; 
markers on gates and bridges numbered or named so that any rider can re- 
port, accurately, where anything was out of order. Markers showing trail 
directions have to be put up and renewed, and some gates have to be kept 
locked because picnicers will persist in leaving them open. Riders are 
provided with a key which opens all the locks that are used. 


A farmer living in the community, who has friendly personality, abun- 
dant energy, and above average ability in building bridges, gates and roads, 
has been employed as superintendent of maintenance for the past 13 years. 
He is paid by the hour. Much of the work he does is disposed of when he 
cannot be at work in his own fields; emergency work is done in the evening, 
after his own work is finished. The arrangement has worked well, as is 
attested by 13 years existence. Some such plan should be adopted wherever 
a system of private riding trails is established; for while riders can observe 
and report anything out of order, some one must be paid to attend to it 
promptly. 

Gates have been the chief problem. There are more than 75 of them in 
the 60 miles of trails included in the Onwentsia-Knollwood system, and as 
temperatures range from 25 degrees below zero in the winter, to 102 degrees 
F above in some summers, it was found that gateposts would heave with frost 
and get out of alignment, or be pulled out by contracting fence wires. 

Experience established that gates must be on posts that were wholly 
independent of fence strain, and cross braced below ground to hold them in 
constant alignment. Sketch accompanying this article illustrates this more 
clearly than words. The gate,—non-patented—can be made anywhere by 
anyone, although a company specializing in woven wire fence construction 
on steel tubing, can probably do a better job at less cost than an ordinary 
mechanic. 

In fields where horses are running, the regular gate fastener is supple- 
mented by a short piece of chain and a harness snap, bolt type; for it is pos- 
sible for horses to rub the lower side of their necks on top of the gate, there- 
by pressing down on the handle which opens it. The short chain and snap 
prevents the gate from opening, even if the regular latch is unfastened. Gates 
near roads, especially picnic places, must have strong chains and locks. Long 
experience has proved this to be necessary. Locks should be of one type so a 
single key will open all. Unlocking and relocking requires dismounting; and 
it is well to have chunks sawed from a fair sized tree, left nearby to facilitate 
remounting, especially for children or old persons. 

All riders must be educated to the necessity of making certain that gates 
are securely fastened. 

Most of the trails in the system herein described, which the writer rode 
over with Mr. Teter, July 4th and 6th, 1940, are on grass strips, 10 feet wide, 
left at field edges by farmers and estate owners. Some have been graded up 
to a slight crown, with drainage ditches at the side to carry away surface 
water, especially in low spots. Occasionally the trails extend diagonally 
across pastures, and here riders must be careful not to get near horses or 
colts, or to frighten any stock gazing therein. Trails which wind through 
woods follow the open ways and higher or well drained terrain. 

A good many small bridges have been necessary in the trail system des 
cribed, for there are a number of deep, straight sided, open drainage ditches. 
Bridges are simple, usually from 12 to 16 feet long and about 8 feet wide, 
with 4 foot side rails. Abutments are usually piling, and approaches are 
graded up, so that horses pass on to the bridges with no break in stride. 

In many areas, as in northern Virginia, it is likely that very few bridges 
would be necessary, thereby reducing initial construction cost per mile of 
trail 

Surfaces throughout are dirt and grass,—the more grass the better 
Care has been observed to route the trails well away from homes, gardens 
and lawns, to avoid invading the privacy of residents who have graciously 
permitted trails to cross their property. 

To avoid claims in the future that long use had created permanent rights 
of way, signs paid for and erected by the committee are at the border of each 
owner’s property. They read, in substance ‘Private Property—Riding trail 
These signs preclude any dispute as

used only by courtesy of land owner. 
to the owner’s right to close the trails at any time, and eliminate any ques- 
tions on the point when and if the land is sold 

Riding academies, located near the Onwentsia-Knollwood trails and 
private horse owners, not members of either club, are permitted to use the 
trails under private arrangements as to cost and control as seem advisable to 
the Riding Trail Committee Riding masters are required to see that their 
riders are properly educated in good horsemanship and proper trail use. 

Good riding trails, wisely laid out and well maintained, make it possible 
to see the real beauty of the country side, leisurely and at all hours. They 
contribute to family comradeship, as the father or mother, or both, ean ride 
with the children, pointing out the manifold beauties of Nature and the ever 
changing colors of fields, trees and flowers. Sons and daughters grow cleser 
to parents and learn much without realizing they are absorbing information 
and wisdom, as they ride in the great outdoors Other advantages gained 
from riding,——self reliance, self confidence, alertness, quick correlation be 
tween mind and muscle, courage in meeting emergencies, and the habit of 
making quick decisions,—all come gradually but surely, to those who ride a 
great deal. These are among the many reasons why good riding trails are a 
grand investment for any community; and they can be secured if a few deter- 
mined horsemen or horsewomen will take the lead.

the local Hillsboro Hounds. It stands 
nearly 3 feet and was made in 1820 
for the Earl of Coventry who pre- 
sented it as a trophy for the Chelten- 
ham Gentlemen’s 2 1-2 mile Steeple- 
chase. 

Not yet ready are the brush 
jumps, hedges, show ring and 
schooling course. The last two will 
take shape between the stable and 
the racing strip. The stirrup high 
hedge, which is to flank the inside 
of the course, has not yet been set 
out. Naturally, the 9 brush jumps 
are yet to come and their height and 
other details are undetermined. 

‘Sire’ of the whole’ enterprise 
was Marcellus Frost of Nashville, 
Foxhunter, racing devotee, and once 
owner of the imported French Thor- 
oughbred sire, *Jean II. He talked 
it up for a year before ‘‘Selling’”’ the 
idea as a WPA project for the City 
of Nashville. Work started 3 years 
ago this August. Frost says’ that 
when this thing gets started Nash- 
ville will be famous for the Parth- 
enon, the Hermitage, and the Percy 
Warner Park Steeplechase course. 

Designer of the course was Will- 
iam du Pont, Jr., as noted for hav- 
ing laid out several successful rac- 
ing plants as for his foxhunting and 
racing activities. He has expressed 
the opinion that no ’chasing course 
in this country or in Europe sur- 
passes that of Percy Warner Park 
in the natural assets of great beauty 
and visibility. The local enthusiasts 
believe further, that when ready, no 
course will surpass it in drainage 
and firm but cushiony footing. 

The program as now planned will 
feature the 3 mile (twice over the 
9 jump route) Iroquois Memorial 
Steeplechase supported by shorter 
‘chases for Hunters and “cold- 
bloods”, a 20-mile test for Tennessee 
Walking Horses (over the park 
trails), and, perhaps, a half mile 
trotting race for roadsters under 
saddle, and a quarter mile race for 
the fastest racking saddle horse. 

Enough money is expected to be 
made from the sale of box seats to 
pay the Iroquois winner over a 
thousand dollars and_ substantial 
cash prizes to the other winners. 

The planners of this race meet are 
aware that 18 brush jumps scattered 
over 3 smooth miles will not be the 
stiffest test ever, but it should be a 
fair test of a good horse’s running 
and jumping ability with little de- 
pendence on luck. 

The course is municipally owned 
and cared for, but when the day of 
action draws nearer, a horsemen’s 
association will be formed to plan 
and conduct the Race Meet. 

The local sponsors have’ been 
promised entries from some of the 
leading Hunt Meeting stables and 
have reason to believe that a good 
crowd will attend. 

Indeed, the steeplechase fever has 
been gaining in the Nashville area 
quite some time. The Green Pastures 
and Smyrna ’chases have been run 
since 1937, The Foxview since 1938.
